exemption. I ask for a. copy of the executive order you regard os 
i ole van t , whose privacy you anticipate would be violated; and 
what law was allegedly being enforced by a Commission which hod 
no such powers. 


In connection with the last point, I ask that you and/or your 
counsel reconsider this withholding in the light of the full 
language of the exemption, including "except to the extent avail- 
able by law to a party other than an agency." For this to be 
withheld from me it must, I believe, be of such character that 
it would not have been available to Lee Harvey Oswald, particu- 
larly but not exclusively under Jencks.
